Stirs Klclimond to tiio Very Foundation 


of Its Socluty—-V Itiot Tlireatened Over 
thu Question Whore » >"oKr" Slmll Sit 
in u Tlicntre—Tho Kiilffhts Yield to u 
Kock-HootoO Trejudlco. 


RiciiMOKU, Va., Oct. T.—There is a tear 


here that is entertained by many that the 
race question will oveirido everything olso in 
connection with tho Knights of. Labor con- 
vention. Tho procedure of tho delegates of 
District Assembly 
-10 Tuesday night, in 


going to tbo theatre, purchasing a seat for 
their colored delegate along with those for 
the whites, and taking him iii with them, 
would then bavo resulted in a conflict under 
ordinary circumstances; but tho white citi- 
zens waived thoir dapleasura for tho time, in 
tho hopo that tho thing would not bo re- 
peated. 


Wednesday morning, however, it was an 


nounced that tho same procedure would bo 
followed Wednesday night nnd indignation 
began to rise. For many years it lias been 
the custom to confine the blaclca to tho bal- 
cony ov "upper cu'clo," at tho theatres in 
Richmond, imd so strictly has boon it followed 
that no trouble has arisen from rights of col- 
ored people at public entertainments. The- 
atre managers or lessees uro required in as- 
suming control of play-houses horo to enter 
into a written agrooment to tho effect tka*" 
colored persons shall not bo allowed scats ii 
tliu body of the house. So, "Wednesday after- 
noon, Manager E. M. Castino, of tho Mozart 
Academy, received a lottcr from Col. S. B 
Paul, chairman of tho flnanco committee o: 
tho-Moznrt association, calling attention to 
tiio fact that Tuesday night tbo contract un- 
der which the Academy was managed hac 
been violated, inasmuch as a colored uianbai 
been pcnnit'-ed to sit in tbo main portion o! 
tho bouse. Col. Paul said: "Tho contract 
provides that persons of tho Caucasian raco 
shall iilono be admitted to any part of tin. 
house except tho gallery, and tliat is clear]} 
defined in sn Id contract to bo what your ad 
vortisomonts called tho balcony. Under thi 
circumstances which so unexpectedly arose 
last night, and iu which you took tho advice 
ot thu ball cominittce, I think your action 
was judicious, but as they forewarn you of a 
systematic effort to force you to a course 
which would prejudico the interest you rep- 
resent, iu violation of a contract of lease, 1 
shall bo compelled to report any recurrence 
of an infringement of tho leoso." 


With tliis contract drawn upon him,and tho 


aiuiounceuient thatthoro would be a repetition 
of Tuesday night's proceedings by tho dole- 
gates of No. 4'J staring him in the face, Man- 
ager Castino was in a dilemma. His only al- 
ternative was to call upon tho chief o£ polieo 
Cor assistance, which ho did, and then assured 
his patrons that be would enforce the spirit 
of bis lease. 


Jtaj. Too, the chief, diagnosed the lorabod- 


ings as .serious, and during tho afternoon 
called at the armory where tho Knights of 
Labor convention is iu session to see Mr. 
Powderly for the purpose of inducing him to 
wrjuodo tho delegatos to desist in their de- 
urmination to attend tho theatre aud Uil;o 
their colored delegate Karrell with them. Tho 
United Press corresjxmdent saw Maj. Poo 
immediately after his mission was finished. 
•I did not see Mr. Powderly," said Ma j. Too, 
'but Mr. Hajes., of tho executive board, win 
deputized to consult with me. 1 was assured 
that all efforts possible would to mado by tho 
officers of tho organization to prevent tbe del- 
egates from New York visiting either ot tho 
theatres. I can't see how u collision can ba 
prevented If. that colored delugaU), or any 
colored mun is cakyu into i.h», tlumtrn. 
Tho 


whito citizens do not propose to bo dictated 
to in tbo matter of their social rights, and 
especially by strangers. Our people have 
extended every courtesy to tho visitors, and 
it is not right, they think, for the strangers 
to demand that this or that bo done in social 
life. It is not tho proper thing to ask that all 
customs and usages in this regard be set asldo 
to pleaso any cla.ss or whim. I have advised 
tho theatro managers to close their houses if 
it is known that colored men are to demand 
admission, and if it becomes necessary to 
avert trouble, tho theatres will bo closed by 
an ardor. 
Our whito citizens never have 


trouble witu the negroes about social mat- 
tors, because tho negroes know and keep thoir 
places. Wo have our owii ideas and tastes 
about this thing, and it is proper that wo 
should not bo interfered with, csponliUly since 
the colored people themselves do not object." 


Maj. 
Poo said that tho best educated, the 


•nost cultured and wealthy citizens wero tbo 
ones that intended to maintain tbeso customs 
and to maintain them to the lost; that thoy 
would bo at tho theatres to challenge the 
right of tho colored delegates to occupy seats 
witu the whites, and that instead of a riot it 
would bo a revolution—au uprising to maintain 
a popular principle. 


Tbo leaders of Assembly -i!) learned after 


the convention adjourned that extra precau- 
tions would bo taken by tho police authori- 
ties to check them, and thoy hold a consulta- 
tion. Their reasonings and determination are 
not known. It was ascertained, however, 
that idl thought of visiting thu Mozart Acad- 
emy of Music was abandoned and no police 
precautions wero taken there. 


A large squad of officers wore sent to tbe 


Richmond theatre early in tbo evening. This 
is the oldest play-house in Richmond—u plac 
where Booth, Bbnifaco, Raymond, and otue: 
rouonwod actors havo won fame—and is at- 
tended by the highest class ot citizens. "Tho 
Strangers of Paris'1 was on the boards. H 
H. Mortimer, a South Carolinau by birth, i* 
tho manager, while Frank A. Tannebill, who 
was on aide to Gen. Sydney Johnston, is a 
star of the company. As soon as ;th«se gen 
tlomen learned that tho disturbance was be- 
ing transferred to their house, thoy at once 
proclaimed their determination to co-operaU 
with tho whites in suppressing tho execution 
of any design to seat colored men in th 
house. When Muj. Poo informed Managoi 
Mortimer that 'the house had best be closet 
for tho night, the latter said: "No; there i 
no use of that Let tho people como in, aur 
if a colored man enters tbo auditorium I wil 
ring down tho curtain, announce that thor 
wilTbono performance, and toll tho peopl 
inside to go to tho box office and get th"' 
monev." 


At 7 o'clock several hundred people wore 


crowding around in front of tbo theatre. At 
S o'clock thu streets and sidewalks were 
blockaded with men, there being few ladies 
insight, and excitement ran high. There 
wenToarnoKt inquiries for the "forty-niners" 
and tlw colored delegate. A more earnest 
concoui-so of peoplo never assembled any- 
where than that on the outside of tho Rich- 
mond theatre. Thoy belonged to th6 best 
families of the city and it is presumed most 
of them were armed and came to defend their 
social principles. When the curtain was 
rung up, not seventy-live persons were in the 
house. Tho excitamsnt had rained thD busi- 
ness of the night. Fifteen private policemen, 
beaded by Major Poo aud three captains, oc- 
cupied soau i" the orchestra circle, while a 
number of privates and officers patrolled tho 
sidewalks on tho outside and'kept back tho 
excited populace. A . rattle-brained white 
man, warincd by. liquor, mounted a box in 
front o! the theatre, aud called to the b'.ack 
men to assert their rights and enter the 
theatre.' Ho was promptly arrcstad->nd 
n-archod off to tho station house/hundreds of 
people hooting &f. hiaa as bo was earriod, 
away. Excitement was at fever beat, and 
tho slightest disturbance would have set fire 
to the tinder box- of popular indignation aud 
precipitated bloodshed.

UUNTLEMEM: 
While most deeply sen- 


sible oE the great honor you havu done 
mo, and or the Ifind manner iia \vuich it 
btb bc.cn dune, it 13 but just to you. and 
to mysolf, touay: Tbo ufiice fur which 
you nave been pleased to present my 
»amo was neither sought for, nor eveu 
thought of by me. 


And yet, my relations, I may say my 


obligations to the people of tbis district, 
aro such, that I do not feel at liberty to 
retuae to serve, and to serve them with 
tbo beet cf my ability if they choosa to 
eloot me to bo their representative iu, 
con gross. 


I can never forget, uor to highly es- 


teem their kindneea and confidence in 
electingmo to be their circuit judge more 
than thirty years a:;o—soon after I came 
to ivbide among them. 


Again, on the breaking up and reor- 


ganization o£ political parties upon the 
Kansas aad slavery extension lesues of 
1S5G, I can never forget the generous 
ooulideaoe with which they, iu common 
with the people of tho whole state o( 
Wiaaonam, chose me to represent them 
m the senate of the United States in 
those troublous times. 


And again, after secession and civil 


war bad come, which nwept nwoy ull 
party lines at tee south, aad greatly 
strained, anci carno very near breaking 
all part linos in the norrb, and bringing 
all democrats as well as republicans into 
one great Uniori party, to BUutaiu Presi- 
dent Lincoln until tbe war was over—an 
event which I greatly desired and labored 
hard to eejure: an event which I believe 
would have been attained, if Donglas 
bad not died; an event which if it had 
been attained would I verily balieva 
have brought tbe war to an ,:,ond, a year 
or moro before it was; m fact I can nover' 
forget in those trying days the generous 
confidence and enthusiasm with which 
the people o£ this District, Bud of tuo 
jtutu, reelected mo to the senate in 1SG3, 
to plead for the cause of tho Union and 
for tho life of the republic. 
A deep eenso of thoso obligations wbiob 
memory eaunot forget, and whioh the 
beart cannot cease tc feel until it shall 
oaase to beat, constrains mo to ssy what 
I have said. 


Aud no differences of opinion, arising 


after the war was over, on tho questions 
of peace and reconstruction, have to any 
extent removed'or lessened the weight o£ 
those obligations. Great questions arose 
after my second term commenced wbioli 
every thoughtful and patriotic man wag 
bound to meet, with the btsc light which 
God had given him for their solution. 
For myself, I claim no infallibility, bat I 
ivas sincere and earnest. 


1 was among those wno behoved tho 


very best time for reconciliation between 
tho north end south was than immediate 
ly after tho war was ended. And it was 
to bring about :hat end that I drew tbe 
call for the Union convention at Phila- 
delphia in 1SGG, obtained tho approval of 
all tbe members of the cabinet, the same 
men who niado the cabinet of Lincoln, 
of all tho democratic membera of cou- 
grees, and ot many leading republicans. 
Gunorai Grant also favored it. It was 
my great good fortune to preside over 
that convention when it assembled, for it 
was tLe first reunion of the nortb and 
socth after 
the bloody struggle was 


ended. 
I may have been mistaken, but what I 


earnestly sought to do, m dealing with 
the conquered south was what England 
did with Scotland and which has mado 
Scotland the most loyal part of tbo Brit- 
ish Empire, and not what England did 
•,vith Ireland, which for centuries haa 
kept tho Irish heart in a state cf chronic 
rebellion. I sought to do by tho sonth 
what Gladstone, tho greatest of living 
statesmen, seeks now to do by Ireland. 
1 sought to give them homo rule at tbe 
earliest practicable period under tho con- 
stitution, under the common ilag o£ the 
Union restored forevtr. 


Perhaps I was premature. 
Perhaps I 


WOB in advance ot tho time. But had 
Lincoln lived, I verily believe peace, 
reconciliation and home rule wonld have 
come to the south ten years sooner tban 
it did comu. and they would have been 
spared those ten long years ot humilia- 
tion, corruption, and carpet-hug robbery. 


Bus however that might have been, all 


these question.! are setttled now. They 
have passed into history; and though 
dilToronces of opinion and political es- 
trar'gemects were very wide, and some- 
times exprest'^d in bitter words toward 
me personally, timo bas softened them 
all, if it has not entirely removed them. 


One thing ia certain: Nothing in all 


tho pasvhua left one personal reaentment 
iu m.?, nor effaced from my memory or 
lilted from my beart, tba deep sense of 
gratitude I owe and shall owe as long as 
1 live to the people of Wisooniin, and 
especially to ihe people of tbe First dis- 
trict. 


And now I repeat 'once more, if they 


think proper to elect me to this impor- 
tant oliicB, all unsought and unsolicited 
as it is by me; if they think tho exper- 
ience—education it youpIeaEe—in public 
affairs, which their kind action hereto- 
fore has been tbe means ot giving me, 
will be of service to them and to the 
country generally, I have no right to re- 
fuse that service, and to endeavor upon 
all pending questions, and upon all new 
questions which may aaise, to support 
and advance the right and oppose the 
vroni;, having always in view the funda- 
mental idea of our political system, tbe 
equal rights of all men before tbe law, 
and that other kindred idea which un- 
derlies a!l modern civilization and prog- 
ress, "love thy neighbor as thyself."

c Effects of Colored Kayn— Nmlo 


>":itJoi)S J-^omnt From Scrofula. 


In the first place, for the ordinary pur- 


poses ot life, Cor al! peoplo who aro well, or 
nearly well, tho full white light as it comes 
from tlie sun, is better than any of the col- 
ored rays, which aro in themselves the con- 
stituent parts of that light. It is also most 
vitalizing and toughening to all feeblo or neg- 
ativo persons. But tho colored rays of sun- 
light as separated in a solar spectrum, or us 
strained o(t by means of colored gloss, con- 
stitute all tho different sides of power from 
warmth to coldness, consequently in tho 
treatment of disease, which is a ouc-sidedness 
of physiological action, we sometimes need 
some special color which develops tho other 
side, and thus brings out the harmony which 
wo call health. 


I will merely hint at somo brief facts with 


reference to tho full sunlight, reminding the 
reader that there ore several timas as much 
sickness on tho shady side of a house or tho 
northern slope of a mountain as upon the 
sunny side; that the insane idea of shading 
all windows, while savir.g tho tints of tee car- 
pets slightly, will fade out human cheeks ex- 
tensively; that there are patients whose, cases 
have baffled the most eminent physicians 
while in. shaded rooms, and yet they have 
been entirely healed by getting into tbo sun- 
light; that the nude nations ot tho world, who 
receive the light on Ihcil- skin, aro rorcl}', if 
ever, adlicted with scrofula or most of the
